Australian Soccer took another blow with the 
Billy Rogers, from his job as a plumber. 


While in the three other World 
Cup Asia-Oceania sub-groups the sit- 
uation has been cleared with China, 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait passing 
through to the final preliminary 
round, in our remaining first sub- 
group the “fuse” has been lit. 

New Zealand and Australia, the two favoured,

A lot has been said and written about this 
game. With reason, of course, because we were 
expecting much more and received so little, at 
least from the Australian side which we are 
mainly concerned with.

There are two sides to the 3-3 draw in Auck- 
land if examined by a calm, objective critic and 
analyst — the good and the bad. Both can 
produce useful conclusions if analysed with 
caution. 

Almost all the stories which have been written 
to date had the bad side of the game as their base 
and were sensationalised with a big dose of 
pessimism about our qualification.

Soccer’s national league, the PSL, 
suffered from lack of real “heroes”. . . 
Soccer lacks an effective middle 
structure...

Murray, ex-Aberdeen and Oddball, 
Norway, coach, and former Scottish 
Under-23 international has steered

season. 


Answering a variety of questions on 
Australian Soccer, its administration, 


refereeing and future, he said: 


A: How do you regard 
the talents and attitudes 
of Australian players? 


Q: The attitudes? I can 
only talk about the attitu- 
des of Canberra Arrows’ 
players. The talents — 
200d 

As far as players are 
concerned { haven't 
noticed a great differ- 
ence. They work as hard 
as any professional I've 
coached in Scotland, 
Norway — or America 
for that matter. We train 
four nights a week and 
the tra‘aing is tough, The 
dedication from players 
has astounded me consid- 
ering they are all part- 
timers and have to come 
from work and then face 
it again the next day, By 
comparison, at Aber- 
deen, we trained for two 
hours on Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday 
mornings with a briefer 
session on Friday. If, 
however, a player needed 
special attention he could 
he brought back or bro- 
ken out and dealt with 
separately. That's not-so 
easily done with part- 
timers 


Q: Why the apparent 
difference in the end 
product? 

A: Because Australia 
has a huge mid-teens 
drop-out rate amongst 
youngsters. This has to 
stop 


To some extent it is 
what is happening in 
America and they are 
terribly worried about it. 


Yet they are their own 
worst enemies, 


I coached 12, 13 and 
14-year-old American 
kids who had tremendous 
natural talent. But later 
they were lost to the 
game because it doesn’t 
encourage, sufficiently, 
the promotion of home- 
grown talent. 

There was hardly an 


American in the national 
team. 


In Australia the vital 
underpinning stepping 
stone structure is missing. 
In Scotland, England, 
Ireland, Wales, Europe 
and all the major Soccer 
countries the stepping 
stones from all grades — 
junior, open age, semi- 
professional, professional 
— are all tough, all grad- 
ual — and they exist. 


We just don’t have the 
depth. There is no logical 
Progression. The youth 
league will help but it 
isn’t the total answer. 


Q: What might have 
been better? < 

A: An open-age PSL 
second division is the th- 
ing to aim for. It gives 
you that vital stepping 
Stone as the gap between 
the PSL and State 
League clubs is great. St 
George are proving that 
in Sydney. 


Q: Your impressions of 
the PSL and its clubs? 


A: A good overall 
Standard, rugged, 
obviously the best there 
is. It is a very even com- 
petition with little differ- 
ence between any of the 
clubs, Its real lack is the 


big name heroes — Au- . 
stralian Soccer heroes as 
you have overseas. 


Murray Barnes, 
perhaps Krncevic and 
Shame are being prom- 
oted a bit but it is a drop 
in the ocean. More, much 
more, has to be done. 


Australia has to get the 
Australian public on side. 

But Australia 
shouldn't feel it is alone 
in not having big-name 
heroes at present. Eu- 
rope is suffering the same 
fate as well. 


Q: What about the 
standard of PSL pitches, 
and referees? 


A: Some of the pitches 
leave a lot to be desired 
but I can’t say the same 
about referees. ily, 
in pre-season games, I 
tagged referees whistle- 
happy. None seemed pre- 
pared to let the games 
flow. 


T haven't, however, 
any bad comments afbut 
the way PSL refs have 
handled games. In fact 
the standard of refere- 
eing at PSL level is much 
higher than ever I ex- 
pected. 


Q: Is the type of play in 
the PSL English, Euro- 
pean or South American? 


A: Its none of them. It 
has its own style. It seems 
to have adopted bits of all 
of the major styles al- 
though it is much more 
physical than Soccer in 
South America 


Coaches here are hav- 
ing the biggest impact on, 
styles for they come from 
so many different Soccer 
backgrounds. 


Some clubs play it de- 
fensively and some all- 
‘out attack; some slow it 
down and others use the | 
long ball. It's interesting, 
challenging and stimulat- 
ing. I just wish it was 
more aggressively attack- 
ing. T think that’s what 
the fans want. It’s what 
I'm trying to give them at 


A: I wouldn't like to 
comment. I don't know 
enough about them — 
apart from some old 
friends like Eddie 


Thomson. 


Q: What about the 
game’s future? 


A: The administration 
has to do something to 
improve the stepping 
stone process, develop its 
own home-grown talent 
and then promote that 
talent. Here the media 
could do much more.

It has been said that all men (and presumably women), 
are equal. Unfortunately, with women’s Soccer, some are 


more equal than others. 


The others in this case are any women 
who apply to sit for the Senior Award in 
coaching, 

Readers will remember that recently we 
were criticised in our attitude of thinking 
that women were not getting a fair go in the 
coaching field. 


So much so that the Director of Coach- 
ing in Queensland wrote us a letter setting 
out nine points on the matter. 


He says that women are allowed to 
attend A.S.F. Coaching award courses and 
that two women in actual fact, attended the 
courses and that two men in actual fact, 
attended the course in Brisbane and Perth 
last year. 

Women are not allowed to play against 
men but may participate in practical ses- 
sions where possible. 


Then the ind statement is made — 
women are different to men! 


The Director then says that men are 
psychologically at 2 disadvantage when 
playing women and sites and example of a 
very large man hesitating to tackle a 5'2” 
eight stone women. It is then quoted that 

‘percent of the course involves coaching, 

ice and group discussion which is 
identical for men and women. 

His final point is that many European 
countries do not allow women to even 
attend courses for men and the women 
have to look after themselves. So what is 
different so far? 


Readers will note that with all the infor- 
mation given above, there is no mention of 
women being allowed to sit for the final 
examination. 


For the other side of the coin, we con- 
tacted Mrs Elaine Watson, President of the 
A.W.S.A., who lives in Brisbane and has a 
first hand knowledge of the matter. 


Mrs Watson said:“As the comments in 
your column seem to have roused someone 
to defend the stance adopted by the Coa- 
ch’s Federation, might I enlarge on the 
current “stand-off” by quoting the situa- 
tion in Queensland. 


“It is true that two women attended the 
A.S.F, Senior Coaching Award Course 
conducted recently, but only after the most 
‘strenuous representations of the President 
of the Q.S.F. (Ian Brusasco) finally over- 
rode the earlier rejection of their applica- 
i ee State Director of Coaching, Mr

“Their participation in the practical ses- 
sions was at first, stipulated as “‘nil’’, but 
this was admittedly relaxed as the course 
progressed in that they were, 

a) permitted to act as goalkeepers, 

6) permitted to use ball control skills 

which did not involve “man to man” 
(if you will pardon the expression) 
confrontation, 

¢) permitted full involvement in “warm- 
ups”. 


“T am certainly in full agreement with 
the statement, “women are different to 
men”, but fail to see that this forms an 

fable basis to reject or restrict full 
Participation on any coaching course. 


“In fact, all that a statement like that 
does is reinforce the statement that “these 
women are being penalised from advancing 
their coaching skill merely because they are 
women.” 

The introductory passage of the A.S.F. 
Coaching Manual states “there is no 
substitute, in the training of coaches for 
their attendance on a structured coaching 
course” and “an essential ingredient of 
coaching courses is the interplay’ of idéas 


between instructor/participants and par- 
ticipants/participants and further, “that 
one of the enormous advantages that Soc- 
cer has over other football codes is that 
there is little relationship between 
physique and Soccer skill.” 

All of which gives lie to the statement 
which quotes strength differential as a 
reason for segregating the sexes in Soccer 
coaching clinics.

Hes is ridiculous chiefly because we 
are not talking about a “‘playing” situation 
but a “‘t achinp/lering! situation and 
secondly, because the reverse is equally 
rape but still does not deter women 
applying for courses, 


Realism can be achieved without par- 
ticipants being expected to “hack” each 
other around. Believe it or not, most 
women can tackly strongly enough to hold 
their own with the average male. 


Whilst 50 percent of the course is identi- 
cal for men and women, this leaves fifty 
percent from which women are barred and 
as the pass standard must of necessity, be 
rather high, 2 woman candidate could 


score 100 percent on the “full participa- 
tion” section, (virtually an impossibility for 
anyone), but could not score more than 
token points on the balance. This effective- 
ly fails any woman participant persistent or 
influential enough to force her way onto a 
course. 


All of the women spoken to about coach- 
ing courses have been adamant that the: 
do not wish to have the coaching standards 
“modified” to meet what is imagined to be 
“women's standards.” 


If women are denied full and equal rights 
in participation on courses which are ex- 
pressly designed to improve the standard of 
coaching which are conducted by the only 
people qualified to do so, how then can 
they achteve their goal? 


Certainly not by attending an advanced 
course which consists of one student and 
one instructor which would be the current 
situation if Sth, Queensland Women's Soc- 
cer Association had availed themselves of 
the offer made by Mr Smith who presum- 
ably Ncraee to the theories set out by 
the A.S.F. manual but is willing to set all 
Pa to keep the true courses exclusively 
male, 


However, as we have gone over the same 
on numerous occasions with the 
director of National Soccer Coachit 
Worthington, and achieved absolutely no- 
thing that my comment will be just another 
casualty of the present “paper war.” 


No matter how reasoned, logical, i- 
cal and well ted our pe pape 
up against a wall of indifference and oppos- 
ition as emplified by the person who has to 
use the all embrasing comment “women 
are different to men" as a clincher to 
discourage our persistence,

So I'd like us all to look 
at ourselves, and, I repeat, 
my club as well, and ask 
ourselves what can we do to 
justify the sponsorship? 


Let's look at going out of 
our way to help these peo- 
ple who donate a tremen- 
dous amount of cash to 
help us in our efforts. to be 
a better club, to be in a 
position to purchase play- 
ers we otherwise would not 
have. There are lots of 
ways of doing this. 


Australia is a marvellous 
country for sponsorships, 
because the Philips League 
allows it; even on television 
you can wear shirts and 
tracksuits with your spon- 
sor’s name on them and 
you can mention your 
Sponsor. 


I know some clubs that 
do a tremendous amount 
for their sponsor, but the 
point I'm making is for the 
clubs who are probably not 
doing as much as they sh- 
ould. And if you're not, 
please, work as hard as you 
can for your sponsor, and 
in the years to come, they 
will work just as hard, if not 
harder for you. 


At the end of the day, if 
the sponsor and the club 
are very happy with the end 
product, surely everyone 
will benefit.

In six months 
I knew my full squad, I 
knew my team, we comple- 
ted all the dead-ball situati- 
ons, corner-kicks, free- 
kicks for and free-kicks 
against us, even practising 
penalty kicks. This is brush- 
ed up on the week of the 
match, but never rehe- 
arsed. 


Tnever worried about pe- 
ople watching us. If we we- 
Te practising something go- 
od, and they wanted to co- 
py, I always felt it was for 
the good of Soccer. I've 
copied things from clubs 
which I felt were good, and 
added to them, and they've 
tured out successful. 


As a coach, I've never 
worried about opposition. 


My clubs have always gone 
out and expressed themse- 
Ives and enjoyed the game. 


My last words to my players 
are ... please enjoy you- 
tself, because if you don’t 
enjoy yourself, you won't 
play well. And that’s the 
last words to my players 
every week, every club that 
I've been with, 


This is very important. I 
know the game is impor- 
tant, and there's a lot of 
tension, naturally, especial- 
ly with a World Cap match,

MACCARONE : A MAN WHO WORKS 
FOR NOTHING

Frank Maccarone is far from an 
unsung Soccer coach. But he’s pro- 
bably the only unpaid one at his level in 


Australia, 


Not unpaid for just a few 
weeks, for months — even 
a few years. But for the 
whole of the 20 years he has 
devoted to Soccer in Aus- 
tralia. 

Until this year Frank 
Maccarone was coach of 
NSW State League team 
Monaro. This year he step- 
ped down for a rest and to 
give more attention to the 
game's future — its youngs- 
ters.” 

Already many can thank 
Frank Maccarone for much 
of their success — particu- 
larly Baz Giampaolo, Wal- 
ter Valeri and Tony 
Morsello. 

Tn Australia Frank Mac- 
carone began with ACT 
side Juventus when, in 
1964, he swapped from 
player to coach in the close 
season after having ob- 
tained a basic coaching cer- 
tificate in Italy while play- 
ing regularly with an Italian 
fourth division club. 

Those who may have 
smiled when talking about 
Juventus, the Italian club 
with a Maccarone for coa- 
ch, soon had. the , smile 
Sata ithe 


Tt was the beginning of a 
phenomenal association. 

Maccarone coached 
Juventus for 12 years. The 
result? 

The league champions 
and a mere handful of 
defeats. 

But then the relationship 
soured as Maccarone, look- 
ing at dwindling crowds de- 
spite the success, pushed 
the club to move to bigger 
and better things — the 
NSW State League. 

They wouldn’t wear it, 
despite agreeing that Can- 
berra fans were beginning 
to tire of watching the same 
old battle-royals between 
the same top four — 
Juventus, Croatia, Dow- 
ner-Olympic and Monaro. 

Maccarone packed his 
bags and went to Monaro. 
Why? 

They, at least, accepted 
his urging that if he could 
do things with the team in 
the first year they would 
consider the possibilities of 
State League membership. 

Maccarone saw 1977 as 
the year of the big test. 
Again he came through 
with flying colours” 


Monaro swept all before 
it, finishing the year 
undefeated and winners of 
not just the League but an 
extraordinary grand-slam, 
the Ampol, Federation and 
td Four cups. 

ntil then an 
unprecedented achieve- 
ment. 

Monaro'’s board of direc- 
tors kept their promise — 
applied for, and of course, 
got that NSW State League 
spot despite the concerted 
cppobiion of many NSW 
clubs on the basis of the 
additional expense trips to 
Queanbeyan would bring. 


‘The rest is history. 

In the first year Monaro 
finished fifth, the next four- 
th but was the League’s 
Premiers by way of its 2-1 
Grand Final victory over 
Sutherland. 

Last het again they 
finished fifth, despite a dis- 
astrous start. This year they 
are hoping to make the top 
four. 


“T don’t take the credit,” 
said Maccarone. “A coa- 
ch is only as good as his 
players. 


“T believe I had the best 
attack in Australia — Baz 
Giampaolo, Walter Valeri 
and Tony Morsello. 

“Then we lost two of 
them to Canberra City and 
last year Morsello went 
too, to Leichhardt.” 

__ I asked Frank did he 
think dhiisyJack: of formal 


coaching certificates had 
kept him back. 

“Not at all,"he said- 

“What I had from Italy 
was okay in 1964 — better 
than anything else around 
here at the time. The rest 
has come through experi- 
ence and reading.” 


Frank, owner of his own 
book-binding business, is a 
keen reader . . . as long as 
itis about the game he 
loves, Soccer, 

Last year he offered to 
coach Canberra City — 
again at no cost. That offer 
was refused .. . although 
many wanted it accepted on 


the bases of Frank's magni-- 
ficient record . . . and the 
no-cost clause. 


“That's just the way I've 
worked,” said Frank. 


“The game, not the 
money, has always come 
first. ie fact, the time any 
association with the game 
as coach has cost me in 
money terms would add up 
to many thousands of 
dollars. 


“But who costs it!” 

Now Frank is coaching 
Monaro’s juniors, scouring 
the national capital for 
youngsters he thinks can 
make it big. 

And he was eager to 
press the point that it was 
giving him tremendous en 
joyment. 

“T’ve got some good ones 
already “he said enthusias- 


tically. “Three of them, 
all 18-year-olds, have no\ 
made their debut in NS' 
State League Soccer. 

“They're midfielder 
Greg Lynch, defender 
Frank Palumbi and forward 
Reg Sheridan. They are go- 
ing extra well,” 


But what of the game 
generally? 

Frank is far from happy. 

“We're not helping our- 
selves,” he said. “We are 
notsolving the fundamen- 
tals like selling the game 
and getting more through 
the gates. 

“In fact we are going, 
backwards rather than for- 
wards. 


“T am patie con- 
cerned at the number of old 
men still being brought out 
from overseas to top Philips 
and State League clubs, 
That is a disaster for Soccer 
in Australia, 

“We have the talent 
here. Our coaches just have 
to get out and Took for it. 


“This they aren't doing, 
Tt must change.” 

But Frank wanted to end 
on a bright note, 

“T think wearewinning in 
the schools,” he said. 

“More and more kids 
want to play our game. 

“We in Soccer must 
make absolutely sure we 
keep them interested.” 

If only there were more 

‘men like Frank Maccarone. 
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We’ve seen small plaques and 
even bunches of flowers exchanged
